CHAPTER  I. 

1st  Special  Session  of  9th  County  Council. 

A      BY-LAW 

Ve  Repeal  a  By-Law  passed  on  the  Second  day  of  June,  in  the  Year  of 
Our  I^ord  1853.  intituled  "  A  By-Law  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
Jurors  while  necessarily  attending  Courts  oj  Assize  and  Nisi  Prius, 
Oyer  and  Terminer.  (Jeneral  Gaol  Delivery  and  Quarter  Sewian*  in 


this  County,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,"  and  to  make 
a  better provision  fo)y  the  payment  of  Petit  Jurors  attending  the  sever- 
al Courts  above  meulioned  held/or  this  County: 
"WHEREAS  it   is  necessary  and  expedient   to  repeal   the  By-Law 
passed  on  the  Second  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1853,  intituled 
*•  A  By-Law  to  provide  for   the  payment  of  Jurors  while  necessarily  at- 
tending Courts  of  Assize  and  Nisi  Prius,  Oyer  and  Terminer,  General 
Gaol  Delivery  and  (Quarter  Sessions  in  this  County  and  for  other  pur- 
poses therein  mentioned." 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  By  the  Warden  and  Councillors  o(  the  Mu- 
nicipality of  the  County  of  Norfolk  in  Council  assembled  thai  the  same 
16  hereby  repealed. 

II.  Be  it  further  enacted  By  the  authority  aforesaid  that  from  and  alter 
the  passing  of  this  By-Law  :  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Treasurer 
ot  this  County;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to  each  and  every 
Petit  Juror,  attending  the  several  courts  of  Assize  and  Nisi  Prius,  Oyer 
and    Terminer,  General  Gaol   Delivery,   County  Courts  and    General 

>  Quarter  Session  of  the  Peace,  held  for  this  County,  the  sum  ofOna 
Dollar  per  diem  lor  every  day  that  such  Petit  Juror  shall  have  attended 
any  ot  the  Courts  herein  mentioned,  and  the  sum  of  Ten  Cents  per  miU 
shall  be  paid  to  such  Petit  Juror  for  mileage  in  going  to  the  said  Courts. 

III.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  aathority  aforesaid,  That  the  Sheriff 
of  this  County  shall  be  paid  for  each  and  every  Jury  Pay  list  prepared 
by  him,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  14  and  15  Victoria,  Chapter  14 
the  sum  of  One  Dollar,  and  the  further  sum  of  Twenty  Cents  per  diem 
fur  checking  the  same. 

IV.  Beit  further  enacted^  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  in  addition 
to  the  sums  provided  for  creating  a  Jury  Fund,  and  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act  before  recited,  the  further  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Dollars,  pay- 
able from  the  General  Funds  of  this  County  not.  otherwise  appropriated, 
be,  and  the  said  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  make  good  any  deficiency  that  may  arise  in  the  said  Jury  Fundj  To- 
gether with  all  fines.
